It 
should appéal to the people who love the heroic, who be- 
come attached to a cause which is established by a struggle. 
Anyone who has read history knows how the Catholic re- 

‘ligion won her way to freedom after three hundred years of 
bitter persecution, after millions of her children died for 
the furtherance of her cause. Think of twenty-nine out of 
her first thirty supreme rulers dying martyrs as the original 
apostles did. 

The Catholic Church should appeal to those who are 
drawn to the mystic, to the occult. The Catholic Church 
beli Setikterde 6f beautiful spirits in the other 
world, who are interested in us, in the ever-nearness of an 
ange! to each individual, while living, whose office it is to 
guard and protect him if he will be only half willing to co- 
operate. The Catholic religion should appeal to those who 
are admirers of great Saints of the past, of Gregory, Augus- 
tine, Jerome, Chrysostom, Bernard, Francis of Assisi, 
Anthony, etc. The Catholic Church should appeal to those 
who prefer certainty in faith tomere opinion. The salva- 
tion of one soul is too important a matter to risk on a “per- 
haps.” Those who want real Christian Science can find it 
only in the Catholic Church, where the teachings of Faith 
are truly those held by the early Christiana and where the 
basis of Faith is as sound as that on which any scientific 
fact rests. The Catholic Church should even appeal to 
those who are so interested in the observance of the seventh 
day, because throughout the Catholic world every day has 
a most important religious service. In some countries 
Saturday is observed as a day of fast; and on any Saturday 
of the year there will be found in Catholic churches 
throughout the world one hundred times as many people as 
are in attendance at the Adventist Service on that day. 

The Catholic Church should appeal to those who dread 
death as a breaking of the bond of love between themselves 
and their beloved, whether it be husband as regards wife, 
parent as regards children, friend as regards friend. The 
Catholic not only believes with other Christians that the
